A BATTLE OF WHICH THE HALF 
HAS NOT BEEN TOLD. 


Inaceuracies of + Seer Histories Pointed out and 
Set Right—Th¢ Pian of Battie, the Men Engeg- 
ed, Theiry Numbers and Disposition, 
and Imeidents Generaliy, Etc.

Eprrors Coxe.titetion: Your special correspon- 
dent's <dccouwnt of the battle of Chickamaugs, 
written from Ahe scene of that conflict, under date 
March 15th,/1883, is very interesting reading, but 
while writteti in a spirit of fairness it is evidently 
not the progiuction of one who regards the subject 
from a southern point of view. 

Want of aiceuracy on some points of little historic 
imporiancg is to be expected in any account by one 
person—though an actor therein—of a two days’ bat- 
tle, but there are grosser inaccuracies in the well 
written warrative of your correspondent which 
should mot go uncorrected—notably his statements 
as to thé numbers engaged. 

An editorial paragraph in your Sunday issue, 
calling attention to the account of the battle of 
Chickamauga therein published, says it is desirabie 
for the truth of history to have the statements of the 
actors in such scenes while yet living. 

Acting upon the implied invitation contained in 
taid psragraph,I venture topresent to you some 
recollections of the battle of Chickamauga, in 
which I will include certain comments on the ac- 
count given by your correspondent. 

I can not hope to niake my contribution as read- 
able as that of Mr. Burr, but I 
shall endeavor to be accurate. I was 
an actor throughout this bloody battle—being 
then a captain of artillery in Cheatham’s division— 
.and while I do not claim to possess any accurate 
knowledge of what occurred beyond my immediate 
view, it happened that I was so situated as to see 
about as much of the operations on the field as any 
one man. Where I write of matters beyond my 
own- knowledge, I shall be guided by the official 

eports. 

Your correspondent is mistaken in saying that 
most of Bragg’s army had crossed the Chickamauga 
during the night of September 18th, and was movy- 
ing into position shortly after daylight on the 19th. 
As far as the writer can learn, only the cavalry and 
two divisions of infantry had crossed. Other por- 
tions of the army crossed at different points after 
Sunrise on the 19th, and sti:l other considerable 
bodies of our troops were not brought over till late 
in the day, and did not appear on the field of battle 
at all. 

Cheatham’s division crossed at Hunt's ford long 
after sunrise on the 19th, and was not moved to the 
front till several hours later. My recollection ‘is 
that a demonstration was made rear Lee < Gor- 
‘ don’s mill while troops were being crossed further 
to the right. 

The first fighting on our side inthe battle of the 
19th was by Forrest's cavalry, which was reinforced 
by Walker's division, and these two commands did 
all the fighting on our right until after midday. 
As Cheatham’s division wes moving rapidly 
to the right to support Walker, we passed by alarge 
body of treops so much better dYessed than any in 
our army that there was a general inquiry as to 
whatcommand they belonged to. We learned with 
Surprtse that this wasa portion of Hood’s division 
—Benning’s brigade—and this was the first intima- 
tion we had of the arrival of reinforcements from 
Virginia. 

When we arrived on the battle ground Walker 
had been driven back. Our division was thrown 
forward rather on Walker's left, and attacked that 
portion of Phomas’s corps which had overlapped 
Walker's left flank. Cheatham’s men drove the 
enemy rapidly till it was found they held their 
ground behind «line of temporary breastworks of 
logs and rails. From this _ iline our 
men would recoil, followed by fresh fede- 
ral troops, and so the tide of battle ebbed 
and flowed for «quite a while. Your cor- 
respondent comrectly describes it as a desperate and 
stubborn fight. Heisentirely wrong, however, in 
his account of a conflict between the troops of 
Cheatham and Sheridan. These two commands 

ought face to face at all, Sheridan being fur- 

ther to our left in front of Hood. From time to 

time during the fight we could tell when fresh 

troops were thrown against us by the way they 

opened fire, but our men met and repulsed each 
successive assault.

aird. Johnson, Palmer, 
Van Cleveand Reynolds were all sent forward and 
“each in turn, although fighting stubbornly, was 
driven back by the force of the attack from ‘masses 
of fresh troops,’’ whereas, asa matter of fact, up to 
that time the only confederate forces opposed to 
them had been Forrest's cavalry and Walker’sand 
Cheatham’s divisions of veteran troops. Holding 
the field against such odds our !osses were necessa- 
rily very heavy, and as aspecimen of the mortali- 
ty, I will state that the lossin my own battery of 
four guns was49 horses killed, and 4! men killed 
and wounded. 

The superior number of Thomas's troops enabled 
them to overlap our front and attack usin flank, 
through a considerable interval between our left 
and Hood’s right, and Cheatham’s division was 
finally forced to fall back, leaving on the field the 
guns of my own battery, which had been advanced 
well up to the front with Cheatham’s left brigade 
(Wright's), and could uot be retired after the 
horses were killed.

Thomas contiuued to press our right, under Cheat- 
hamand Walker, but our men held their ground on 
a slight eminence, repulsing the advance with artil- 
lery aud musketry, and finally upon the arrival of 
Cleburne’s division, after sunset, ageneral advance 
was ordered. The whole federal force was swept 
from the ground over which we had fought during 
the day and driven in confusion till dark. After 
Cheatham’s troops were forced back, the writer, 
leaving the remnant of his company with the first 
lieutenant, rode towards tbe right of the 
division in search of General Cheatham 
to report the 10388 of his guns 
Meeting first General Preston Smith, that officer 
ou learning my mission, said I was just the man he 
wanted. That the captain of his battery, scott, was 
sick at LaFayette, and the first lieutenant having 
been seriousiy wounded, he had only one junior 
lieutenant with the battery. ‘‘So,’’ said he, in his 
usual bluff way, ‘if you want work to do, 
youvg man, stop righthere, and I'llgive you plen- 
ty of it.’" Accepting the offer 1 took command of 
Scott's battery, under General Smith, until thar 
gallant general was shot afier dark. Our 
command had halted in line in the forest 
after the last advance, and Geners! Smith, with his 
staff, riding a short distance in frout discovered a 
small body of detached troops whose answertoa 
challenge showed them tw belong to the enemy. 
When called on to surrender they fireda straggling 
volley which killed General Smith and an officer 
on his staff. Having safely passed through the 
dangers of the thickest fight be met his death when 
least expected, afier the battle had ceased.

ration his men, Whoever was at fault, it was a 
rievous error, and one that cost many & man’s life, 
ut i know that the officers of Polk's corps were 
never willing to accept that view of the matter 
which laid the Dlame entirely upon General I olk.

The distance covered vy the 
right wing, from Longstreet s right to the point 
where Polk was to overlap and flank Thomas left, 
was probably too greas to admit of doubling the 
lines, but 1 remember that it seemed to me, yours 
soldier as I was, that in such formation Wwe 
would hardly be able todrive an equal Or superior 
force from a;chosen pesition behind breastworks. 
The federal left wing had built strong field-works 
of trees cut down during the night, and from their 
extreme left this line of works extended back at al- 
most a right angle from the front, so as fo protect 
their flank. Our troops advanced with spirit, and 
did not make the attack 1 detachments, as int 
mated by your correspondent. The works were. 
first struck by the left of Breckenridge’s division, 
and immediately efterward by the right of 
Cleburne’s division. Breckenridge’s right brigades 
swung around the angle of the works, 
where, with the efficient support of Forrest's 
eavalry on their right, they made a bold dash at 
the enemy’s flank and _ rear, but large 
numbers of troops were thrown against them,check- 
ing their advance and finally driving them back, 
Behi heirworks the federals seemed to have 
men gh to keep the front line of pieces always 
load a continuous stream of fire met our men 
atevery charge. As our brigades were driven back 
they were rallied to to the charge again, and thus 
the fightsoon assumed thatshape not inaptly de 
scribed by Captain Howell; illustrative of the fall- 
ing of a baulky team. The strongest part of the field 
works were afterwards found to beat and near the 
angle onthe federal left, and here the fire ol 
small arms and artillery was so constant and dead- 
ly thatit seemed a hopeless task to carry it by as- 
sault with a single line. The gallant 
Kentuckians under Helm, aud §Lucius 
E. Polk's brigade on their _ left. 
made desperate assaults upon this strong position, 
and stubbornly held. their ground forsome time 
in the face of a fire of artillery and musketry be- 
fore which it seemed impossible for any troops to 
live. But they were forced back, with heavy loss. 
General Helm being among those killed nere. 

After being repulsed from every attack. our 
troops were withdrawn beyond the fire of the eue- 
my, and fora considerable period after noon there 
was almost a cessation of fighting ou our mght. 
During this time our troops were being re-arranged 
and put in shape for another general assault, 
and while staff oflicers were sent hither and thither 
with orders, Generals Polk and D. H. Hill helda 
cousultation. This consultation lasted some time, 
and of the fact that it was not harmonious the 
writer happened to be a witvess, in this Way: Hay- 
ing been seat to General Cleburne for certain 1in- 
formation desired by General Polk, 1 found the two 
lieutenant-generals still in consultation on miy re- 
turn, and riding up to within a respectiul distance 
I dismounted aud awaited General Poik’s pleasure 
as to receiving my _ report. The geheral 
saw me waiting and very soon 
he rose from the log on which 
they sat, and as he turned towards me, I heard him 
sav to General Hill, with considerable warmth of 
manner, **Well, sir, lam sorry that you do not agree 
with me, but my decision is made and that is the 
way it shall be done,’’ or words to that effect. I 
never heard what was the point at issue between 
them, butsoon Polk’s staff officers were all busy 
with orders for carrying out the plan he had in 
mind. I remember that, when forming to renew 
the assault, a delay was made, while Cleburne’s di- 
vision was moyed so as to fill up a considerable gap 
in our line nearly opposite the angle of the works, 
which gap had been left open as our reformed coim- 
mands had closed in to the right. The order to 
General Cleburne was sent by me, and as was ofien 
General C,’s habit, he choe to ride first over 
the groundjto be occupied, unaccompanied by any 
member of his staff, only directing me to go with 
him to point out the left of the line on woich it 
was desired to form. On our return, as he was 
riding aloag in his usual slow, imperturoable fash- 
ion across the angle between our-lines. I noticed 
that he was getting uucomfortably near the ene- 
my’s position, and as I, feeling constrained to fol- 
low, rodein his rear, 1 ventured to suggest that he 
was Within shot range of theirguns. He neither 
noticed neithermy remark nor changed 
his course, till suddenly he was startled 
by the ‘‘zip!’’ “sip!” of the minnie 
balls and the sharp rattle of infantry fire opened on 
us, when he turned to the left and dashed quickly 
out of range in thetimber, but all too slowly 
for my impatient desire to lengthen the distance 
between the enemy and the party whom official 
courtesy forced to be the rear man in this retreat, 
Major Kichmond, of Polk's staff. was missing early 
that afternoon and we afterwards found that he 
had been shot while making a short cut across this 
very a.gle. While we had this cessation of fire on 
our right, we could hear the sound of brisk fight- 
ing on the left of Bragg’s line, and these sounds 
showed us that our troops uuder Longstreet were 
driving back Rosecran’s right. The troops of thomas 
had ample opportunity to hear it too, and doubtless 
understood it as we did. 

The weakening of theirright to reinforce their 
left which had been so desperately assaulted, placed 
the federal right wing in a condition to be more 
easily handled by General Longstreet’s command, 
and right gallantly did the veterans from the Vir 
ginia army, assisted by their western brethern,drive 
back theirrightand break their center. This was 
doubtiess the turning point inthe batule. Besides 
routing their right, Longstreet’s success 
no acubt had u demoralizing effect 
on Thomas's men, who, while 
they did not know the extent of the disaster on 
their right, could not fail to understand from the 
sound which reached their ears during the period 
of waiting at their end of the line, that the confed- 
ates had the best of the fight. But your correspon- 
dent's account would appear to give all the credit 
to General Longstreet, aud leave upon the mind of 
his readers the impression that having broken up 
the right of Kosecrans’ army, Longstreet changed 
front tothe right and drove Thomas from his strong 
position on the left. Thisi- not distinetly claimed 
for General Longstreet, but the inference is clearly 
conveyed to the mind of the reader, not only by 
what your correspondent states in his account 
of the battle, put from the language which he 
guotesas from the mouth of General Longstreet 
himself, Asan eye-witness to the disposit.on of 
the troops and of the final charge which drove 
Thomas from his defences, I wish to correct that 
impression and state what did occur on our-right. 
In the new arrangementof the liaes on this wing, a 
portion of Cleburne’s command was to the right 
of the angle io the federal works—Lucius E Polk's 
brigade being placed, if 1 remember correctly, 
somewhat to the right of where Heim had 
made his assault. Preparatory to the ussault 
a heavy artillery fire had b-en concentrated on the 
Strongest point of Thomas’s defeues. lu repviying 
to our artillery and in repelling minor attacks of 
our infantry the writer. uoticed that the f-dera! 
artillery used soid shot from their smooth bore 
Kude,and recognizing the significance of this, as 
au artillery man, he called General Poik’'s atien- 
uon to the fact that they had probably exhausted 
their most ellectiv: ammunition. As they also 
+howed a disposition to spare theirinfantry fire ex 

when forced, we culcluded that their supply of 
ammunition of all kinds was geuiug short. The 
origanuce@ wagons being drven close up in 
rear of our lines our oWn cartridge boxes were ful- 
ly replenished and everything being in 
readiness Orders were given w press the ene- 
my sO nS lo engage his attention 
along the whole line, but ta make no general as- 
sault till we could hear the result of an effort to be 
made to break through the defenses in front of Lu- 
cius Polk's brigade. AsI had been several times 
over the ground | wassent with the orders direct- 
ing the assault by Brigadier General Polk, and was 
instructed to return with iuformation as soon as as- 
sured of its success. Riding by the side of General 
Lucius Polk, I witnessed the splendid charge of the 
veterans of his brigade up the ridge held by Thom 
as, Il never witnessed a more enthusiastic and 
intrepid charge, anditcarried everything before it. 
What seemed tobe aheavy skirmish line behind 
logs was quickly destroyedand forced beck on a 
frout line of log breastworks, and such was the im- 
petuosity of the attack thatour men rushed up to 
and over these works driving the troops there, in 
utter confusion, back on the main line. Here 
Geverai L. E. Poik said te me: “Go back aud tell 
the old general that we have passed two lines of 
breastworks, that we have get themon the jump, 
aud jam sure of carrying the main line.”” At the 
top ol my horse's speed [| rode to where General 
Leonidas Polk waited in a small glade, near 
Breckenridge’s left. As l was seen approaching, 
sreckenridge, Cheatham aud other commanders 
present drew up on  =horseback around 
reneral Polk, who immediately on receiving my 
report said to those officers: “Push your commands 
forward, gentlemen, and assault them vigorously 
along the whole line.’’ 

Away went generals and staff at full speed, and 
when tne order to advance reached our Lruops, who 
were expecting it, the stirring confederate yell 
arute and swelled toafull chorus sioug the whole 
line as our men rushed to the charge. 

Geueral Thomas had probably drawn a large 
pertion of his force to support his extreme left, in 
order to prevent our driving him back there and 
cutting him off from Chattanouga—leaving & weaker

Thomas's force on his left. where 
Liddell had been repulsed, may have 
retired in comparative order, butas his troops fell 
back from what was their original front they were at- 
tacked in flank by ourmen whohad charged over 
the works, and with the victoriousshouts of Long- 
street's wing soundingin theirears from one side, 
answered by the prolonged yellsof our wing on the 
other, the greater portion of the federal army was 
soon broken into a disorganized and panic stricken 
mass of fugitives. Such at least was their 
condition in frontof the troops with which I| pass- 
ed over their field works. I have read accounts of 
this fight from the federal side, and some from con- 
federate officers who were with our left wing, in 
which it was stated that Thomas withdrew his forces 
about dark. In our frontthey withdrew before the 
charge of our troops oVer the breastworks, and the 
quantity of small arms and accoutrements scats 
tered in all directions, limber chests, caisson- 
aud pieces of artillery abandoned where they had 
been jammed in between trees and saplings in rapid 
flight. bore conclusive testimony to the character of 
their withdrawal. 

Darkness and the near approach of the two wings 
ofour army towards each other made it expedient 
to stop the pursuit of the fugitives.. 

Your correspondent magnifies the number of 
men in Bragg’s army. In one place he 
says Bragg lost ‘two-fifths of his 70,000 men,”’ Fur- 
ther on he mentions his asking General Longstreet, 
“Why did Bragg bring on the battle of the 19th with 
only 55,000 men, when he knew that you were on 
your way to reinforce him and he would have 79.- 
000 next day.?’’ So he states our force on the 19th 
as 55,000 men, and 70,000 on the 20th. I 
have heretofore stated the number engaged on 
our side on the 19th as less than 32,000, and General 
Longstreet could haveinformej him that our whole 
effective force never exceeded 55,000 men, and de- 
ducting at least 6,000 lost in Saturday’s fight, we 
had only about 49,000 men in the engagement of 
the 20th of September. The official reports of the 
federal commanders show their force on that day to 
have been 53.550 men. Take into consideration 
also the fact that this force was behind breastworks 
—some of which were of a very formidabiecharac- 
ter—and it will be easily understood by every one 
familiar with such matters that we fought against 
great odds. ss Ge 

It is probable that Bragg’s loss in killed and wound- 
ed was heavier than thatof Rosecrans. Fighting at 
such disadvantage our troops suffered severely in 
the desperate charges against entrenched lines,and 
there were points in open spaces in front of their 
works where an active person m ght aave crossed 
a considerable extent of ground on the dead 
bodies of our men, which lay like fallen timber in 
newly cleared land. I do not remember that I ever 
saw an official report ot our loss, but I remember 
hearing it stated at headquarters as about 17,600. 

There is no doubtol the fact that the fruits of our 
hard earned victory were thrown away by the fail- 
ure to follow it up promptly. Our troops-were eager 
to advance and could not understand the delay on 
the battle ground all next day. Finally, when we 
did move, it was not directly on Chattanooga. Had 
the victory been followed up, as advised by Gener- 
al Longstreetand General Forrest, there is little 
doubt but that we would have taken Chattanooga 
at once, and probably have brokeu up RKosecran’s 
army. 

I was sent forward with communications to Gen- 
eral Forrest on Missionary ridze and heard him ex- 
press the opinion that he could drive the wreck of 
Kosecrans's army iuto or across the Tennessee river 
witn the cavalry force of our army alone. Noone 
chafed at ourinactivity more than this hard-fight 
ing cavalry general, and more than once he sent 


| back messages to General Bragg, urging the impor- 


tance of pushing the defeated enemy. 

Becoming interested in the subject, under the in- 
fluence of the “told soldier’ habit of talkiug over 
past battles I have written more thau | intended at 
the start. I regret thatI have had to make so fre- 
quent use of the pronoun “‘I,’’ but | trust 1 have 
not doue soin a way to indicate a want of proper 
modesty. I regretthata want of experience in the 
role of newspaper correspondent makes it almost 
a necessity for me to write in the first rerson. The 
details as to my personal services in different com- 
mands in thisengagement are given to show thatl 
was so situated as to be able to see very much of the 
operations of our troops, and those points of which 
I have written minutely are indelibly fixed in my 
memory as an actoror eye witness iu the scenes,

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Prison Pets. 
From the Boston Herald. 

It is somewhat surprising to what an extent 
men confined in a prison will succeed in do- 
mesticating different kinds of animals. This 
practice bas, perhaps, never been more sue- 
cessfully developed than at the State prison, 
at Concord, where there are men who, in a 
number of instances, derive great comfort 
from the companionship of different species 
ofanimals, and who while away many a lonely 
hour by training them, while in their cells, 
to perform different tricks. At the present 
time one of :he most noted convicts in the 
institution bas a pet mouse which he has 
caught and trained to whirl a smail wheel ar- 
ranged on the same principle as a squirrel 
cage is. Another hastwo wharf rats which 
he has toled into his cell, fed and so com- 
pletely domesticated that they will gothrouga 
atight rope performance in bis cell when 
they are bidden to do sa. Others have trained 
mice and rats which tbey carry in their 
pockets to and from the workshops, and be- 
come greatly attached to them. The trained 
pet canary’of Jesse Pomeroy, the boy fiend, 
has just died. He wasa very fine singer, and 
Jesse grieves very much on aceount of the 
bird’s death, for, in solitary continement, he 
has been much cheered by the singing. He 
now expects his mother will bring or send 
him another canary soon. The steward in the 
hospital department has several pet canaries, 
and one of them has been trained to a re 
markable degree. <A colored convict, former 
ly a well known waiter in one of the leading 
Boston hotels, who occupies a strong cell, has 
succeeded in propagating pigeons in a pecu- 
liar manner. The window of his cell opens : 
into the prison yard, and on this window he 
placed bread crumbs until he trapped a pair 
of pigeons. He afterward caught three more 
in the same way, clipped their wings, and 
they have become so thoroughly domesticat- 
ed that they have built a 
nest underneath his bed, and 
at present liave three young doves which they 
have reared. One of the old pigeons is coal 
black, and this one the darkey has named 
after his wife, and all the rest have names. 
He regularly feeds his flock from his own al- 
lowance. The other convicts felt very much 
disappointed because the large number of 
doves formerly kept at the prison were killed 
and the thatched dovecote removed. At one 
time a number of domesticated skunks were 
kept in the prison yard, and they were cared 
for by the convicts. There are now numerous 
cats in different parts ef the prison, and if a 
person wants to get the ill-will of a convict he 
only needs to molest “‘his’’ cat. These ani- 
mals always disappear from view when visi- 
tors come to the prison, for they always know 
a strapger.

COWETA SENDS GREETING T 
BALDWIN, 


Facts Which Show Whatthe Poorest Georgia Lands 
Can Do, and Reveals the Beeret of Our Fu. 
ture Proepsrity and Independence as a 
G@Peopie—A New Rust Proof Oat. — 


From the Coweta, Ga., Advertiser. 

The newspaper men have for years been 
preaching the doctrine that nothing pays bet- 
ter than advertising. Of course we indorse it 
—for herein is tous the very staffof life. It 
paysa man to get the ventillation of the 
press, in notoriety and glory, even if it does 
not yield a return in the shining shekels. 
Two men in the state have become famous 
for their farming achievements simply by get- 
ting what they had done paraded to the world 
through the columns ofthe papers of the 
state. We have no doubt that both Furman 
of Baldwin, and Jones of Troup, in adopting 
theintensive system, have fallen upon the 
only largely successful method of farming; 
and that what they have accomplished ought 
to be known to the masses, who are yet bound 
by the chains of the old agricultural ideas that 
grew out of the institution of slavery. “But 


there is nothing new under the sun” and; 


what one man thinks he has discovered 


usually turns out to be that something that 
some other man has been putting into prac- 
tice for a number of years. Coweta 
has a farmer of this kind. Mr. 
Mr. J. B. Hunnicut has been using for at 
least five years, a compost manufactured al- 
most exactly after Furman’s formula. He is 
one of the live, aggressive men of our county, 
and we take great pleasure in letting our read- 
ers know something of what he bas done. It 
would be impossible to tell the whole story 
in three times the space we have tospare. He 
has quite a large farming interest, and his 
tenants are falling every year more and more 
into his ideas, and with the most satisfactory 
results; but it is of what he has accomplished 
on asmall farm with hired ‘abor that we de- 
sire tospeak here. Several years ago he came 
to Turin and bought a tract of land, and builé 
upon it his presentcomfortable home, and the 
many improvements which go to make it one 
of the most,complete and desirable places in 
the state. The sotl was grey—very thin and 
very poor. The first year’s attempt at cotton 
with an average use of guano, yielded but a 
bale to four acres. He became satisfied that 
it would be foolish to cultivate that sort of 
land and almost regretted having located in 
such a place. It was healthy, however, and 
there were also. other controlling reasons, and 
he concluded to remain. He determined to 
abandon the old methods and see if he could 
not make his place both profitable and rich at 
the same time. His idea was not simply to 
feed the growing crop sufficient to produce a 
large yield, but also to feed the land. When 
this had been settled, the next question was 
in regard to what he should pliant. He had 
found out the folly of buying home supplies 
to his own sorrow. He resolved he would try 
and see what he could do with corn. Many 
there were who laughed at the conclusion that 
he had reached, that he cou‘d raise fifty bush- 
els of corn to the acre on his high sandy ridge 
farm. Nothing daunted, however, be went 
to work. He had the land thoroughly broken 
and subsoiled by running a small rooter in 
the shovel turrow, thus avoiding throwing up 
the clay. The rows were laid off six.eet apart, 
and into this deep furrow was put one thous- 
and pounds of compost to the acre. On each 
side of this compost bed were run the rows, 
eighteen inches apart, and intothem the corn 
was dropped about eigh.een inches in the 
drill. The first plowing consisted in simply 
running between these narrow rows with a 
small plow thoroughly surring the compost. 
A few days afterward one furrow with the 
same kind of plow was run on the outsideand 
as close as possible tothe corn. The second 
plowing was done with a shovel, and into the 
furrow next tothe corn was put about one 
h:udred pounds of guano to the acre; the 
middle being broken for tne first time At 
the last plowing be began in the middle and 
into the shovel furrow put some compost, 
which was covered with asweep leaving the 
row highest there and sloping gradually down 
to the cu.n; turning all the water to its roots. 
But this was not all the advantage. Corn 
roots in good soil spread out to a great length, 
but do not g.ow deep. The result of the usual 
method of leaving a deep furrow in the mid- 
die of the row is that when the time comes to 
mature the ears the roots strike tle open air 
and are withered by the hotsun. Thisis what 
largely causes corn to wilt in the intense 
heat. On Mr. Hunnicutt’s plan the roots are 
not only protected in the earring season, but 
they reach the rich bed of compost upon 
which they feed until thestalks bend beneath 
the weight of the great ears, which lookjlike 
weil stuffek pigs. The result of the first year’s 
experiment was more than fifty bushels of 
corn per acre. It has been repeated every 
year since and with increasing satisfaction. 
He has made no failure, and has been but 
little affected by the drought. To manure his 
land in this way cost about eleven dollars an 
acre. Thecorn, counting all the iabor was 
produced for less than twenty-five cents a 
bushel, when it would readily bring in the 
market one dollar—a clear profit of thirty- 
five dollars an acre. This we believe to bea 
demonstration of great value to our people. 
.We can not only raise our corn on poor up- 
land, but it is one of our best paying crops, 

But what was the resulttothe land? These 
fifteen acres were planted the next year in 
cotton, with about one hundred and fifty 
pounds of guano to the acre, and made s'.- 
teen bales averaging five hundred pounds ea 
This plan of following the corn, thus feriiliz 
ed and cultivated, with cotton, has been kept 
up with the same result for three or four years 
-—yielding a little more than a bale to the 
acre. We do not suppose that his improved 
place could now be bougtit for fifty dollars an 
acre. Mr. Hunnicutt bas not tried to do any- 
thing fancy in the way of cotton, but this year 
he has planted he says for two bales to the 
acre. The rows are four feet apart, in which 
is bedded to each acre a thousand pounds of 
compost. At the second plowing he proposes 
to put in the furrow next the plant about one 
hundred and fifty pounds of guano, Our read- 
ers shall certainly know the result. 

But we consider his wonderful success with 
oats equally as important as the other Crops 
we have mentioned. A large part of the wealth 
of our farmers in the future will come out of 
small grain turned into fine cattle and stock, 
for raising. which we have the finest country 
in the world. Mr. Hunnicutt’s extraordinary 
success in growing oats has come largely out 
of his seed, Several years ago his atcention 
was attracted to two bushesof oats growing in 
his garden, evidently having sprung each 
from one grain. He determined to let them 
alone, and to watch them carefully, as they 
were of different varieties. After they had 
come to the head one of them was attacked 
by the rust and entirely blighted, while the 
other stood by its side and flourished. He 
was therefore satisfied that this was rust 
proof and different from anything he had ever 
seen. When it had reached maturity 
be pulled it up and found to his amazement 
that from one grain had come two hundred 
and seventy stalks, each with a well develop- 
ed head. He saved every grain and the next 
year reaped a large return; many of the 
bunches in the field reaching more than two 
hundred stalks. It is beyond all question the 
most prolific and thoroughly rust proof oats 
ever seen in this section. Itis now largely 
sown by the farmers of Coweta, and Mr. H. 
finds no trouble in selling, for seed, ata fine 
price all he ean produce. The demand for 
them is spreading over the ertire south. He 
takes great care to keep them pure, raising 
what he has to sell entirely for the seed mar- 
ket. They must be sown only haifas thick 
as the red rust proof, or they will get too 
heavy and fall down before they are thorough 
ly matured. Three pecks to the acre on good 
land is as much asthey will bear, Last year 
Mr. Hunnicutt put about twenty bushels of 
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on the intensive plan, and sowed it dc n 
oats. From fifteen acres he gathered thirteen 
hundred and twenty bushels—eighty-eight 
bushels to the acre—at a cost of less than 
cents a bushel. This is a clear profit, at fifty 
cents a bushel, of five bundred and twenty- 
eight dollars, or thirty-five dollars an acre. 
But he can get a dollara bushel forall he has 
tosell. This we call magnificent farming. 
It is indeed a beautiful sight t6 walk now in 
the early spring over this splendid farm. Mr. 
Hunnicutt has twenty-five acres that he has 
brought up to the highest state of cultivation, 
and out of this he has taken all the stumps 
the past winter. He uses cartridgesin blow- 
ing them out—lifting the most enor- 
mous ones at an expense 0 
ten cents. They pay for the expense 
several times over as fife-wood, He has kept 
seven fires going during the present winter, 
and has not exhausted the supply from this 
field. The land is a little rolling, and has 
been terraced with bermuda, It is as smooth 
as a floor, and @ reapel can run over every 
foot of it, and any kind of labor-saving m4- 
What has been done here 
can be done elsewhere. There has been no 
expenditure of idle money to thus prepare 
and make it rich; it has been brought about 
in a few years, with large profits each year 
from the crops grown on it. Five acres of this 
twenty-five are now in wheat, which will av- 
erage half kuee high, and eleven are in oats 
that cover the earth with a beautifal rich green 
tuft. This promises to be the most properous 
year of any that has gone before it on Hunni- 
cutt’s farm. We are proud of thisrecord, and 
long to see hundreds like this before many 
years; and we believe we will. Coweta sends 
greeting to Balkwin. 
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THE LIVING PROBLEM 


Dressing on $100 a Year—Uow a Clergyman’s Daugh> 
ters Manage to Drees Elegantly on a Limited Income. 
From the New York Journal. 

I am the daughter of a poor clergyman in 
this city, who allows my six sistersand my- 
self $500, equally divided between -us, for 
dress. Each one therefore has $71 42 for dress, 
which includes everything we wear. | am 
obliged to go into society to a certain extent, 
and my calling list is quite extensive. I hold 
thata woman is well aressed if her gloves and 
shoes areirreproachable. I generally have a 
half-worn pair of shoes left at Easter, and 
these | wear on rainy daysor long walking 
expeditions. I buy a new pair of neat walk- 
ing shoes with low heels and moderately 
heavy soles for $4. Sometimes I pay less, 
never more. Then at the same time I buy a 
light pair of shoes with high heelsand two 
pairs of slippers, one pair being for the house 
and the other to wear at any dancing party or 
evening entertainment to which I may bein- 
vited. For my summer shoes I pay $3, $2 for 
my party slippers, and $1 for the other puir. 
[ generally purchase my shoes in Sixth 
avenue, where the same shoe is 50 per cent 
less than ata fashionable shoe store. My shoes 
therefure cost $10 a year$ and my feet are al- 
ways wellshod. My gloves, of whichI have 
to be very careful, cost me $5 forthe year. 
I bought last year one pair of Lisle thread for 
common use with six buttons for50 cents; 
one pair of tan-colored Mousquetaire gloves, 
coming quite up the arm and of an excellent 
quality, tor $2. These | wore at church, re- 
ceptions, lectures and the like, all winter; a 
pair of tam-colored silk ones, costing 
3150, doing the same duty during 
the spring and summer. For evening wear, 
that is for parties, ete., I purchased a very 
dainty pairof tan colored undressed kid for$l. 
You will observe that all my gloves are of the 
same color. Tan is a mest economical! shade, 
as it can be worn with any dress and look well. 
When my gloves become somewhat soiled I 
clean them with a little milk and common 
soap, first putting a glove on, then taking in 
the other hand over,the first tingera clean flan- 
nel rag, dipping it in the milk and rubbing a 
small portion of the soap on it. I then apply 
it to the glove, rubbing gently until it is en- 
tirely clean in that spot, and then takea fresh 
portion of the flannel and gothrough the same 
process until the gloves are clean. This method 
is better than benziné, and saves me consider- 
able money. 

I bought last year six new dresses, besides 
two dark calicoes for the house. A dark blue 
cashmere of ten yards cost }. The material 
is not of the finest, but is servicable and 
drapes gracefully. Ten yards made me a plain 
dress (which is the fashion, lam tbankful to 
say),a@ jersey cut jacket, muffand one of 
those little turbans of the dress geods which 
are so extensively worn. I madethe dress 
myself with the exception of cutting and {fit- 
ting the jacket, wnich cost me 75 cents. The 
hat frame cost 15 cents, the lining and but- 
tons 75 cents, including wadding for the jack- 
etand muff, the silk and button hole 
twist 10 cents, making a total of $6.75 
for a jaunty and_ confortable costume, 
suitable fur church or for walking. 
My next dress was a black silk, which is ai- 
ways genteel and not wearisome to the eye. 
I purchased sixteen yards at $1 25 per yard on 
Sixth avenue, the silk being good but not 
extra heavy. The liningand buttons cost me 
$l, the cutting and fitting another dollar, 
making the cost of the dress, which will do 
excellent service next year, just $22. A gray 
serge dress of eight vards, for general service, 
cost me $177, the material at 16 cents, and 
the buttons, lining, ete., at 50 cents. A 
white nun’s veiling, which | trimmed with 
lace about the square corsage and elbow 
sleeves, amounted to $3. the ten vards of woods 
costing $250 and the five yurdsof Oriental 
lace 50 cents. This Il wore atevening enter- 
tainments, changing with my black silk. A 
white muslin anda blue cambric, both pretty 
dresses, Cosi me respectively $1 20 and $1, each 
having ten yards, I found buttons around 
the house for them and linedthe waists with 
muslin. Two dark calicoes for home morning 


wearcost me, for materials 6 cents per yard, 


each dress having eight yards, and with the 
buttons both amsunting to $110. My drgsses, 
which I consider sufficiently good for ont aial 
cost me for the year $36 83. 

I had one hat like my cashmere dress and 
another small Sonuet made outof a piece of 
the Black silk and beaded, with two silk pom- 
pons on the side, the frame costing 12 cents, 
the beads 25 cents and the pompons 50, mak- 
ing a total of 87 cents for a handsome bonnet. 
My summer hats, twoin number, cost me 
$150 and $l. The $150 hat was of coarse 
white straw in the poke shape, price 75 cents, 
trimmed witha wreath of .ox-eyed daisies, 
which were also 75 cents. The other hat for 
daily wear was a poke of yellow straw, very 
coarse in texture, costing 75 cents, and the 
trimming was a piece of soft white mull, 
price 20 cents, and a pin, price 5 cents. My 
hats for the year cost (omitting the turban 
changed about) $3 37, 

A good cloth jacket I made from one ofpa’s 
old coats, paying $1 to have it fitted and $1 
for some handsome buttons. Every year I 
buy some thirty yards of muslin at 10 cents 
per yard. This makes me three sets of under- 
clothing, including skirts, corset-covers and 
two night dresses, leaving sufficient for odds 
and ends during the year. My trimming of 
feather-edged braid and rick-rack I make my- 
self, ii costing me for materials last year 50 
cents. My underclothing, therefore, amounts 
to $5 50 per annum, I having plenty of 
changes, 

My flannels last year cost me $5, including 
two skirts which | embroidered myself, and 
three undervests. Stockings, six pair at 30 
centscame to $180. I purchased a yard of 
tine linen for 60 cents, and made six coilars 
and three pairs of cuffs. My other lingerie 
amounted for the year to 50 cents, My hair- 
pius came to 10 cents, my curling papers to 5 
my ribbons, of various colors, forthe neck, 
$1, a parasol, $2, anda pairof rubbers, 50 
cents, 

On adding up these figures you will see that 
my entire wordrobe for the year cost exactly 
$7025, leaving a balance on hand of $1 17, 42 
certs of which went for chocolate caramels. 
I have 75 cents left, have dressed well and 
warmly, have several dresses that will do me 
next year, and I trust that vou willagree with 
me that $100 a year must certainly be suffi- 
cient for any woman to spend on dress whose 
husband is not a millionaire. Very truly,

Christy, the noted 
minstrel, paid $400 for the privilage of having 
his name printed onone edition of ‘Old 
Folks at Home” as the author and composer, 
The song is thus often erroneously attributed 
to him. , 

‘‘Rock Me to Sleep’? was written by Mrs, 
Allen, of Maine. She was paid $5 for it, and 
Russell & Co., of Boston. who hadin three 
years gained $4,000 by its sale, offered her 
apiece forany song she might write. Some 
years aiter, when a poor widow andin need 
of money, she sent them a song which 
was promptly rejected. 

“A Life on the Ocean Wave,” by Epes Sar- 
gent, was pronounced a failure by his friends, 
The copyright of the song became very valu- 
able, thuugh Sargent never got anything from 
it himself. ‘‘Whatare the Wild Waves Say- 
ins? was suggested to Dr. Carpenter bya 
scene from Dickens’ novel, “‘Dombey & Son,” 
and the music was by Glover, ‘‘Poor Jack’ 
was from the pen of Charles Dibbin, the au- 
thor of the ‘‘Lamplighter.” ‘‘Poor Jack”’ net- 
ted $25,000 for its publisher, and almost noth- 
ing for the author. 

“STARS OF THE SUMMER NIGHT.” 
avery famous song, especially for serenaders, 
was written by Aifred H. Pease, the noted 
pianist, whose sad death in St. Louis a few 
months ayo was so greatly deplored by his 
friends. ‘‘Love’s Young Dream’’ was one ol 
Moore's best, but the tune to which it is com- 
monly sung is from an LTrish ballad cailed 
‘The Olid Woman.’ Moore sung his own 
songs so well that both the auditors and him- 
self were often moved to tears. Once when 
he was singing this songalady who heard 
him, implored him to stop. ‘‘For heaven's 
sake, stop; this isnot good for my soul.” 
‘*‘Auld Robin Gray’? wasthe work of Lady 
Anne Lindsay, who tellsa curious story of 
the circumstances of its composition: “I 
called to my little sister, the only person 
near, and said: ‘I have been writing a ballad, 
my dear.

There are many aspects that the balloting 
in Tuesday’s convention may take, but the 
three following seem to cover the most im- 
portant: 

i. That every gentleman who has been 
mentioned, in a complimentary way or in 
earnest, will be voted for, and will continue 
in the skirmishing until the leaders are worn 
down and then take their chances in the final 
break-up.

%. That the race will be narrowed down to 
Boynton and Bacon, who are so largely the 
leading candidates. We print a table giv- 
ing our estimate of the vote in this event. 

Of course there may be otherand entirely 
diferent phases of the contest. The friends 
of Boynton and Bacon both claim that they 
will never desert their favorites, and say that 
while they have each two or three times the 
yote of any other candidate, they should not 
he expected to do so. On the other hand, the 
friends of the other candidates say that the 
p ople do not want either of the leading can- 
uidates, and that there is a strong undercur- 
rent forsome one else. To this it is replied 
thatin the attemptto transfer the large vote of 
either Boynton or Bacon to a new man enough

Jerry MeAuley’s Dying Trip to Fior.da—Avonues of 
Crime—The Vanderbilt Dress Bail aad ite Less-

New York, April 7.—Jerry McAuley has 
gone to Florida to die of consumption. I ex- 
pressed the sorrow that I felt on giving his 
hand a good-bye shake; but he said there was 
no call for regret. He was off for heaven via 
the orange groves. It would bea pleasure 
trip. Hewas sincerein saying so. There 
was no cant aboutit. He felt itfrom his 
heart, too, when he added that, ifhe had 
started ten years sooner, it would have been 
for hell, Jerry used to be a prize-fighter and 


saloon keeper. Of late, he has been an evan- 
gelist. His Cremorne mission stands in the 
place of the Cremorne garden, which was, un- 
til he got possession of tss premises, a resort 
with waiter giris asan attraction. The walls 
and ceiling still bear the gorgeous painting 
of other days, or nights, but scripture texts 
are inscribed on the frescoed panels. Jerry 
would like to have the wicked people con- 
tinue to throng the place, so that he could get 
at them in a reformatory way; but, though 
his meetings are crowded, it is mostly by 
pious worshippers. There are exceptions, 
however, and one of these, during my last 
Visit, Wasa speaker on the platform. She 
was a common looking young woman, sober- 
by dressed, and with the general aspect ofa 
Salvation army lass. Nobody would have 
taken her for a reformed reprobate, if she | ad 
not assured usina fervid exhortation, that 
she had been a drunken, dissolute frequenter 
of this same place when it was a garden. She 
seemed proud of her record, as though it was 
a diploma entitling her to practice the profes- 
sion of revivalist. Jerry takes the same view 


it. 

“If I could leave the mission in the bands 
of John Dunn,” he said, ‘I would be happy. 
Joln is an ex-convict, you know, and that'sa 
tremendous qualification. But he is engaged 
in a home for retormed jail birds, and can’t 
quitit. So we will have todo the best we 
can with a man who was only a hard drinker 
at his very worst.’ 

SIGNS OF CRIME. 

The Sunday schooi libraries are pretty much 
all wrong. The books need a great deal of 
revision. Notonly is their science out of 
date, and their theology behind the times, 
but their descriptions of New York city no 
longer fit the facts. The pictures do not cor- 
respond with anything that can beseen in 
the metropolis now. The old Five Points 
streets are buried under six feetof grading, 
and the rickety rookeries, with frowsy women 
in the windows, are displaced by big com- 
mercial buildings. In Water street, where 
Oliver Dyer found in Jobn Allen ‘‘the wick- 
edest man in New York,” there are no rows 
of dance houses, as of yore, with unsightly 
sots of wantons sitting outside the doors. 
Stoves occupy the places of those departed 
creatures, for here the warerooms of the 
principal foundries have collected, and there 
1s SO little vice left that business is extremely 
dullin the mission that is still maintained 
on the spot where John Allen had his rat-pit. 
John himselfis dead and gone—where to it 
would puzzie the revisers of the Sunday 
schvol books to tell with unanimity, for after 
his glorious conversion he relapsed into in- 
famous sin, and at the last Was so uncertain 
in his religious experience that his demise 
gave no evidence as to his future state. All 
theimmorality leftin Greene and Mercer 
streets, once repulsive thoroughfares of pub- 
licly visible indecency, is confined to legiti- 
mate trade, for wholesale stores fill them. 
Harry Hill’sis no longer unique, but only 
one, and a lesser one at that, among numer- 
ous establishments of its kind. But the pic- 
tures are out of date, also, in other than sin 
ful matters. Bigger book-publishing houses 
than that of the Harpers tower in the neigh- 
bornoed of Franklin square, the Herald 
building is belittled by adjacent newspaper 
ottices, Stewart’s down-town dry goods palace 
hoids no dry goods business, and three ad- 
ditional stories are being put on it to make 
it tall enough foran office building to cym- 
pare with several other structures round city 
hall park. The Astor house aid Trinity 
church are about the only things that remain 
truthful, as to this neighborhood, in the il- 
\ustrations made ten years ago. 

THE VANDERBILT DKEsS BALL. 

Talk about the Vanderbilt fancy dress bal! 
of last week has not ceased, though most of 
the features of that event have been duly dis- 
cussed and dropped. ‘Two points retain their 
Vitality for conversational purposes. Fore- 
most is the social harmony which was on this, 
occasion established between the Astors and 
the Vanderbilts, Thereis a general belief 
that a ceriain well detined and quite separate 
portion of New York’s population constitutes 
its recognized highest circle of society. That 
is all aimistake. Nosuch phase of social ex- 
altation exists here. ‘The city is too big forit, 
and too democratic. The forces which might 
be supposed to lift their respective possessors 
to tuat kind of eminence, such as great 
wealth, uncommon mental culture, member- 
ship of long resident families, or honorable 
connection with public interests, are each op- 
posed to ali the rest, asa rule, and none will 
accord the distinction to any other. The 
whole result is that, though plenty of small 
cliques put on airs of exclusiveness and su- 
periority their claims are simply laughed at. 
the term ‘“‘our best society’’ means nothing, 
because there is no authoritative standard of 
estimation. Nevertheless, the Astors believe 
that they arean important and dominant 
component in aristocratic society. Forgetful 
that their acquirement of wealth is all with- 
in the present century, and that they possess 
nothing whatever that money can not buy, it 
has been one of their affectations to regard 
the Vanderbilts as parvenu. This wascarried 
sO far, abone time, that when William H. 
Vanderbilt gave a series of inaugural recep- 
tions of his Fifth avenue block of mansions, | 
nolan Astorentered the doors. But it soon 
became evident that the Vanderbilt's hundred 
millions were going tw be potent with pre- 
cisely that section of society in which the As- 
tors moved. In other words, if a line of sep- 
aration was to be maintained between the 
families of Astor and Vanderbilt; the Astors 
would not infrequently find themseives ione- 
some on their siue of it. Therefore the ball 
was allowed to obliterate it. It must be borne 
in mind that this was an entertainment given 
by William K. Vanderbilt, whose wife is a 
sister in-law of Lady Mandeville, and related 
to other persons in those circles wherein 
merchants are spoken of a3 ‘‘tradespeople,”’ 
and merchanics are comparatively so low as 
to be away down out of sight. Sothe Astors 
could approach the plebian old Vanderbilt by 
the graduated process of the ball given by the 
improved young Vanderbilts, This they did, 
and society is still tremulous about it. 
said that two amung the numerous points of 
the ball had survived tae week as topics. The 
second of these was the costume of the girl { 
who depicted the character of Ananeris from | 
the opera “‘Aida.’’ Her skirt was slashed at | 
the side, after the correct fashion, and as she | 
dauced g impses of resplendent and shapely 
hosiery were aflorded.

They ranged in age from 
less than two score to more than three score 
and ten, but the younger ones were made by 
the disfiguring wigs to look double their real 
All this was a religious sacrifice of at- 
tractiveness. They were Polish Jewesses, and 
therefore adberence in the minutest details of 
orthodox Jewish law.

Evidenee Before Court in Live rpool— More ‘Aveitet 
An English Mob, 

Lonpon, April 7.—Another arrest was made 
to-day in connection with the conspiracy to 
destroy lifeand buildings. A man named 
Jobn Kirton wastaken into custody this 
morning at Euton railway station in London. 
It isstated that Kirton had only recently 
arrived here from the United States. He 
refused to submit to a peaceable arrest and 
made some resistance. He was, however, 
speedily overpowered by the police. A man 
known as Flarherty, in Birmingham,who has 
been under police surveillance as a suspicious 
character, has openly expressed his sympathy 
with Whitehead. In consequence of these ex- 
pressions, an angry mob to-day made-~@p al: 
tack on his residencs, smashing the winde 
and doors. Flaherty fled to the police station 
for protection. Abouta grain of dynamite, 
which was found among Whitehead’s stock 
of destructive substances, was exploded to- 
day asan experiment. The report of the 
explosion was deafening. William 
Dooeton Smyth was retained as counsel to 
conduct the defense of the prisoner Norman, 
getting his retainer and his instructions from 
Mr. D. E. Tracy, an American lawyer, who is 
at present located in Brest. The Times, in 
a leader this morning says that the hirelings 
and fanatics who come from the Irish Ameri 
can slums to use the dagger and dynamite, 
though not directly hounded on by the Irish 


orators, are encouraged by the absence 
of any honest attempt on the part of 
the Irish leaders to denounce the 


outrages that have been committed, or that 
are in contemplation. Renewed threats have 
been made to destroy the Manchester town 
hall by means of explosives. The authori- 
ties have in consequence taken great precau- 
tions to prevent the destrucrion of the build- 
ing. The mayor of Birmingham, fearing an 
effort to effect the release of Whitehead, 
the sheriff has asked and obtained troops to 
assist in guarding the jail in which he is 
confined. The men, Norman, Gallagher, 
Wilson and Dalton, have been remanded 
from jaiLat Clerkenwell to prison at Miil- 
bank. Deasy and Flannigan, arrested recent- 
ly for bringing infernal machines and explo- 
sives into the county from Cork, were ar- 
raigned in the court in Liverpool to-day. 
The crown announced its intention to ask 
that the prisoners be committed on the charge 
of having explosives in their possession, with» 
felonious intent, and also on the charge of 
conspiracy with view to felony with various 
other persons known and unknown to the 
crown. Witnesses deposed that the box 
which Deasey had in his possession when ar- 
rested contained materials for making ex- 


plosives, and also preparations of ar- 
sepic and dynamite, and parts’ of 
au infernal machine, consistin 


of an apparatus by which sulphurie aci 
could be allowed to slowly soak through into 
a mixture, the principal element of which 
was chloride of potash. It was explained that 
with this combination an explosion could be 
produced within a maximum time of forty 
minutes. The machine was exactly of the 
same construction as those used in Glasgow 
and in the attempt on the office of the 
London Times. The lice who 
testified were cross-examined by counsel for 
the prisoners, but their evidence was not 
shaken. It was stated in evidence that the 
lignine dynamite found in possession of the 
prisoners was a similar compound 
to that contained in the infernal 
machines that were seized on their importa- 
tion into Liverpool in 1881. Deasey and 
Flanagan were committed for trial at the as- 
sizes, bail being refused. The prisoners re- 
served their defense. 

A large number of Fenian documents have 
been discovered at Salford, and have been 
forwarded to Sir William Harcourt, home 
secretary.

The building of the Georgia Pacific 
and the settlement of the mineral land ques- 
tion by congress have given, says the Age, an 
immense impetus to coal mining, ‘‘and the 
day is not very far off when not only the 
home supply will be ample, but Alabama coal 
will be supplied to most of the cities and 
manufacturing industries of the south.” The 
entire district, including Birmingham. begins 


to realize its coming greatness, 
and al] through it there is 
an awakening and a spirit of 


enterprise that are not often found in the 
older states. Birmingham can be, if it will,a 
teeming hive of industry; but it cannot be- 
come so by permitting the veins of coal that 
lie all about it to remain unworked. Ii needs

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THE REPUBLICAN CAMP. 

The appointment of General Gresbani as 
postmaster general is generally received as 
evidence, even among the republican organs, 
that Arthur is preparing either to go into the 
republican convention himself, orto nip Mr. 
Blain’s chances in the bud. As Mr. Biaine’s 
chances do not seem to be particularly prom- 
ising, it may be taken for granted that the 


president has designs of his own. It is stated 


that Mr. Garfield selected Gresham for his 
cabinet, but his desires in 
this direction were outweighed by 
the consistent greed Indiana politicians. His 


appointment now is unde: stood to be in some 
degree an attempt to placate the Garfield re- 
publicans of the west, who have had few 
regard the 


reasons heretofore, to 
Arthur administration with either 
sympatby or enthusiasm. What effect the 


appointment will have upon this class need 
not be discussed here; it is chiefly interesting 
in showing the purpose of the administration 
to make an earnest effort to beal the breach 
between the stalwarts and the half breeds. 
Gresham is nota stalwart, but he is said to 
be a very warm republican. In 1876 he was 
for Bristow, and he may thus lay claim to 
the sympathies of the reform republicans 
who have been touting their borns forso long 
and to so little purpose. 
"If to this appointment and its relations be 
added the supposition that the president has 
carried Bill Chandler to Florida to prevent 
his falling in the hands of Blaine, we shall 
have a very fair idea of the situation in the 
republican camp. 


CLOSING THE CAMPAIGN. 

It is doubtful if a campaign ever fought in 
Georgia started with less excitement and 
promised to end with more than the one that 
closes on next Tuesday. 

At the opening of the fight there seemed to 
be no possibility of an issue being raised that 
would go beyond a matter of purely personal 
choice. The hope was reasonable that under 
the peculiar circumstances the people would 


elect a successor to Governor Stephens 
without a scramble and without excite- 
ment. As for Tae Corstritrvrion, it has 


never had a personal choice or preference, 
and has none now. When Governor BSte- 
phens died we announced this fact, and sim- 
ply urged that there ought to be no unseeml¥ 
contest over the succession. 

There would have been no struggle at all 
had not the application of Governor Boynton 
to Governor Bullock fora judgeship and the 
letters written on that subject been printed 
and foliowed with inflamed appeals. Taking 
advantage of the swift and unreasoning 
prejudice thus excited against Governor 
Boynton, from which there was time to 
appeal to the sober second thought of the 
people, Major Bacon, profiting by the perfect 
personal organization he had in the various 
counties among the old members of ‘he 
House, an organization that was still under 
the discipline of a recent campaign, secured a 
following that rendered a struggle inevitable. 
This being the case, the friends of Major Mc- 
Daniel and General Cook put them into the 
race, and other candidates were suggested.

The fight once opened, and the letters 
made an issue, Tae CoNnsTITUTION thought 
that Governor Boynton should not be 
crucified because of his action fifteen 
years ago. That opinion we still hold, and we 
reiterate this morning. Without saying 
whether Governor Boynton should have made 
the application or not, we hold that that one 
act should not be allowed to outweigh a long 
life of labor, of devotion to Georgia, of gal- 
lantry and integrity.

It would 
be unwise in policy in our opinion, and cer- 
tainly unjust to Governor Boynton for the 
convention to stain the closing years of the 
life he has given almost entirely to the state 
because of this one act that may have been 
right or wrong from the standpoint of fifteen 
years 2go. 

These are our views given regardless of per- 
sonal choice or prejudice, for we bave neither 
choice or prejudice between the candidates, 
present or prospective, inthis race. The con. 
vention will, of course, take or reject this 
advice, as it pleases. We have no desire to 
be clamorous or insistent. But we should be 
false. to our convictions of duty, if we did not 
put ouropinion on record. If Governor Boyn- 
ton is stricken down because of this unreason- 


able appeal made _ deliberately but 
received in excitement and Major 
Bacon, whose friends have raised this 


issue and backed it, is put in his place, it 
it will be the worse for the state and 
the party. It will establish a reactionary 
sentiment in Georgia, andit will substitute 
violence and abuse for wisdom and conserva- 
tism in our’ political campaigns. We bave 
done our duty in expressing our views upon 
what we conceive to bean important issue. 
We shall not take. the trouble to press them 
upon the delegates or the convention.

In these three books, if anywhere, Socrates es- 

capeshis biographer, and we see the man ashe 

was. “The Apology, the Kriton and the Phaedo,”’ 
says Grote, “in sofarasit isa moral picture ard 
apart from che doctrines advocated in it, appear to 
be Socratic, while the political and social views 
of the Republic and de Legfbus, the cosmic theories 

of the Timzeus, and the hypothesis of ideas, * * * 

certainly belong to Plato.’ 

The translator, therefore, has chosen well in tak- 
ing these three books to introduce the best, wisest 
and most just Athenian of the 5th century before 
Christ. They present himinail the simplicity of 
his life, and originality of his dialectic with his 
wonted sincerity made clearer, if possible, under 
the deepening shadow of impending death. Socra- 
tesin court, defending himself against unjust ac- 
cusation; in prison, refusing Crito’s entreaty to 
seek safety in flight, and finally in the last inter- 
view with his friends before taking the fatal cup of 
hemlock, is the subject of this brief memoir. The 
in his life are supplied 

in a brief preface. The 
accuracy of the translatien is vouched for 
by Professor Goodwin, of Harvard 
university. Its good English speaks foritself. The 
friends of the higher education of woman will Le 
proud to kuow that this superior piece of work has 
been done by a woman. 

The service which she had rendered to all those 
who read for profit, and yet, can find time-to réad 
only small books, can only be measured by the in- 
creasing circle of Socratic pupils the book will se. 
cure and the deepened confidence they will have 
in the immortalcreed. ‘‘There can no evil befal 
a good mau whetherhe be alive or dead.’’ The 
study of comparative religions which has already 
gone 80 farin the last half century, and done so 
much to enlarge the charity of Christian scholars 
and to strengthen their authority, because of the 
discovered universality of ethical distinctions, will 
welcome the aid of this book in popularizing its in- 
fluence. Without obtaining the popularity of A 
nold's poetic rendgrinvgs of the two great Lights of 
Asia and Africa, this sober, yet far from prosy prose, 
will find many readers who have never before ven- 
tured to attack the works of Plato, as they appear 
in the bulky volumes of Jewett. 

To seek in such @ wealth of philosophic specula- 
tion the plain, homely man, whose only claim to 
superior wisdom was based on knowing that he 
knew nothing, is like studyingafly inamber. The 
comparison isonly a continuation of one made by 
Socrates himself, for he Ukened himself to ‘some 
gadfly upon a peaceful, high-bred steed that needed 
to be aroused.’’ This Providentia) insect has been 
preserved to posterity in the pages of Plato, and we 
owe a debt of gratitude to the hand that letin such 
a flood of direct light upon Socrates through the 
lucid rendering of these three significant books. 

The frequent and widespread reading of them, by 
young and old, will go farto nourish the love af 
ruth and patient working for it, fortitude, patelote

THE DISAPPEARANCE OF THE YANKEE, 
From the Manchester, N. H., Mirror. 

The report of the New Hampshire board of health 
contains a tabulated summary of the reports of the 
ofiicers of the cities and towns, showing the num- 
ber of births, marriages and deaths in each town- 
shipin 1881. From this it appears that 4,615 babies 
were born in the state that year, 2,415 being boys, 
2,123 giris and 78 ‘‘not stated.’’ Of these. 2,744 were 
of American parentage, 633 were children of for- 
eigners, 380 were of mixed ancestry, the fruit of 
marriages between Americans and foreigners, and 
542 are classed as unknown. It. should be stated in 
this connection that all persons born in this coun | 
try are returned as Americans, though their pa. 
rentsmay have tome from abroad immediately 
before their entry into this world. Bearing this in 
mind, and the further fact that those children re. 
ported as ‘‘unknown’’ are probably, in most in 
stances, the children of foreigners, and itseems fair 


to conclude that not more than half 
the babies included in the list can 
properly be called Yankees, and we _  sup- 


pose, if the facts could be known, it would appear 
that notonein four can trace his descent back 
more than twoor three generations without cross- 
ing the ocean or the Canadian line. Four thousand 
sixeiundred and fifty persons died in the state in 


i851, and of these 3,542 were Americans. 440 were 
foreigners and 502 were ofunknown origin. From 
this it appears that there was an actual 


loss of 800 in the American population of the state 
from the excess of deaths over births. If we con- 
sider in connection with: this the steady stream of 
emigration which carry onr Yankees south and 
west, and fill their places with Canadians and Irish- 
men, the conclusion is foreed upou us that the year 
isnot far away when the race that settlhd New 
Hampshire, and has furnished the brain and brawn 
that have made the litue commonwealth famous, 
will have become practically extinct in this state.

CITY ORDINANCE. 


The Mayor and General Council of the City of At- 
lanta do Ordain: 

Section 1. No person shall be permitted to place 
within any building in the city of Atlanta, ashes in 
& box or other receptacle of wood, unless the same 
is immediately removed from the building, and 
from contact with such building. And all owners 
or occupants of buildings in this city are required 
to permit the Chief of the Fire Department, or any 
officer or member of the police force to inspect their 
baildings to see if the above iscomplied with. And 
itis hereby made the duty of the Chief of the Fire 
Department and of the police force to make such in- 
spections whenever and wherever they may suspect 
a violation of the foregoing ordinance. 

Section 2. Any person violating any of the provis- 
ions of the above ordinance shall be arrested by any 
officer or member of the police force, and may on 
conviction be fined inasum not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, or be imprisoned not exceeding 
thirty days, either or both in the discretion of the 
court.

A Much Wanted Darkey Captured in a Suspicious 
Piace—tis House Searened. 


Yesterday afternoon one of the clerke in Geo. E. 
King & Co.'s hardware store, 49 Peachtree street 
heard a noise in the basement of the 
store and went below to investigate. 


lie made a thorough search of the floor 
but failed to find any clue to the noise. However 
he felt satisfied that some one was secreted in the 
basement, and calling in officers Rapp aud Green 
he induced them to explore the room.

SWEET BREADS IN CURL PAPERS.—Blanch, trim 
and braise your sweet breads; when done, drain, 
and piace on a dish, cover them with Duxelle sauce 
as soon as Cold, fo 4 each Sweat-bread in two very 
thin siices of beam, and wrap up very carefully in 
oiled sheets of psvers, broil on the gridiron, and 
when a good Cuior serve them. 

SPRING SoUup.—Cut up some carrots, turnips and 
onions into fine ‘strips, warm in fresh butter 
until slightly brown; boilin a little stock fo: an 
hour, add some asparagus heads, greens peas, and 
French beans, which have been boiled in water; 
pour in the necessary quantity of stock, skim off all 
yrease, and when boiling, pourintoa soup-tureen 
over toasted crusts of bread 

REED Birds BAKED IN Sweet PorTatTors.—Pluck 
and draw the birds, season with pepper and salt, 

ud place inside of each a piece of butter, an oyster 
seasoned with pepperand salt; then dip in melted 
butter and rol’ed in cracker crumbs, or a button 
mushroom anda piece of butter seasoned with 
pepper and salt, Cut large sweet potato in half 
lengthwise; scoopout a place in each potatoe large 
enough to hold a bird; putinthe birds and bake 
until the potatoes are done. These are delicious. 

Cocoanut PUbbDING.—This pudding is to be eaten 
cold. Take a medium-sized cocoanut, grate it, 
grate also six milk crackers, place a layer of the 
crackers in the bottom of a well buttered pudding 
dish; then a layer of cocoanut, and so on until 
tne dish is full; now beat six eggs until they are 
light, the whites aud yolks together; add a quart of 
sweet milk and sugar to your taste; stir well to 
gether, and pour over the crackers aud cogoanut 
until itis all absorbed; sift sugar on the tep and 
bake for an hour. See that the top is nicely 
browned before taking from the oven. 

CRAB SALAD.—Take the. picked meat of twelve 
boiled crabs. Setthisaway to become cold, then 
arrange iton a bed of crisp lettuce, and pour the 
dressing overit. Work a quarter of a pound of but- 
tertoacream, thenadd the well beaten yolks of 
four eggs, a desert spoonful of mustard powder, 
Cayenne pepper and salt to iaste. Mix these in- 
gredients red together, then stir the mixture over 
the fire, and add vinegar until it is as acid as you 
wish it. Continueto stir ituntil it thickens like 
boiled custard, then remove it from the fire and set 
itaway to become thoroughly cold. The dressing 
must not be poured over the salad until the time of 
serving it. 

LAMB.—A cavalier broil, 
paruUy dressed end then broiled with mushrooms, 
isnot so bad. Therecipecan be found in every 
cookery book. Then there is coid lamb with mint 
sauce, whichis the only sauce of ours which the 
French have adopted with high appreciation.

Heavy Private Games That Are Kun.

“How did you come out last night?’ whis- 
red a well-known merchant to a well-known 
wyer in an Olive-street car this morning.

He is 
putting in all his earnings, and all he can bor- 
row, according to general report, but a streak 
of ili-luck bas been pursuing him for months, 
which, if it does not change soon, is bound to 
Strand him. It is known that whatever en- 
gagements he drops he never misses the games, 
‘and he is playing desperately to catch even.”’ 
Another ex-judge, who has warmed the woo!- 
sack of the circuit bench at. a comparatively 
recent period, isalsoa patron. He has not 
been “‘hitso hard,’ but he is nevertheless 
dropping in considerable wealth. A lawyer 
also has figured in suits fora prominent bank, 
and also an attendant, and is Josing money 
fatter atdraw than he can make itat his 
practice.

aftera little game in whicha business man 
dropped considerable monéy,-and afterward 
made what is known in sporting parlance as 
a ‘‘squeal.’’ 

At most of the clubs games are played on 
the quiet, but the restaurants are the most 
popular places, becazse here men can get a 
qiiet room, a quiet meal, and nobody is aware 
what is goingon. Pokerin private houses is 
also growing very popular, and parties at 
which gentlemen sit up until all hours in the 
morning are causing some consternation ig the 
minds of Certain wives inthe West End and 
other fashionablelocalities. A certain Catho- 
lic priest, living out west, and prominently 
identified with Irish affairs, used to ron a 
game in his own house, at which members of 
the congregation jost some money. Parish- 
doners, especially ladies, began to make ob- 
jections,and the parties are not held any mere:
